The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE Claims: 
In claim 1 , line 8-9, delete "only one" and insert - a single-; 

And on line 10, delete "non-parallel"; 

And on line 21 , change "and a top portion" to -and a top grippable portion-. 
In claim 9, line 12, delete "only one" and insert - a single-; 
And on line 13, delete "non-parallel"; 

And on line 24, change "and a top portion" to -and a top grippable portion-. 

The amendment was initiated by the examiner in order to clarify the invention 
and place the claims in better condition for allowance. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
define over the prior art whereby in the environment of a food processing blender in 
combination with the recited bender type and jar with a plunger type stirring stick, the 
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claim requires the plunger to have combination of features of a trough shaped cavity 
with sides formed to taper with a scope and straight scraping edge with a handle top 
portion and collar. The state of the art examples to Berler 4250771 , Nikkah 6935767, 
Daniels, Jr 6527433, Vincent 3417972 and Howard 4397427 discloses various features 
however does not show or render obvious to combine such various features together 
without impermissible hindsight gleaned from applicant's disclosure.
